councilmen, the city attorney and clerk 
were present when the time for begin- 
ning business arrived. 


Mr. Wallace was there, accompanied 


bs^hls attorneys, Hummel and Leish- 
man, and a number of witnesses were 
•waiting to be called 
The matter U 


be investigated was the revocation of 
the license of his bar because of al- 
legations that it was the place where 
a well organized gang of bunco steer- 
ers plied their trade Mr Wallace had 
been cited to appear and show cause 
why the license should not be revoked 
Instead of exercising the power given 
council to act almost arbitral ily in 
the matter there was a disposition to 
sift the matter to the bottom, to dis- 
covei if the allegations made had the 
weight to justify the proposed action 
by council. 


The progress of the case was marked 


largely by the method of procedure 
used in courts of law, although the 
mayor was compelled sevpral times to 
Inform the attorneys for Mr "Wallace 
that the board was simply acting as 
an investigating body.

tioned each witness and the mayor and 
several councilmen also took a hand.

A decision could not be reached at 


this hearing and the matter was con- 
tinued until 8 o'clock tomorrow even- 
ing.

ROOSEVELT'S RECEPTION 


HIGHLY GRATIFYING 


Many Stops Made Although Time Too 


Limited 
For 
Functions 
of 


Length in the Various Towns

BLOOMINGTON, 111 , June 4 —Pres- 


ident Roosevelt was astir early this 
morning and 
before 
the 
sun 
had 


climbed very high he was prepared 
to begin the last speech-making day 
of his recoid-breaking transcontinental 
trip. After breakfast at the Hotel 111- 
inoise the President teviewed the big 
military parade 
The hour was early 


for a demonstration of the kind, but 
such arrangement was necessary in 
order to suit the President's other ar- 
rangements. The parade was the big- 
gest affair of the kind ever seen in 
this part of the State 
Besides the 
i 


many Spanish war veterans, whose an- 


encampment is in progress here, 


the line embraced several regiments 
of the Illinois National Guard, a por- 
tion of Twentieth Infantry from Fort 
Sheridan, three sections of the guthng 
gun squads and a number of semi- 
milltary bodies. The soldiers gave a 
jousingr greeting to the President, who 
repeatedly bowed his acknowledge- 
ments aa tha ti-oOpB marched by the re- 
viewing stand 
Immediately after ths 


parade was ovei the President and his 
pat ty boarded their special train and 
departed for Lincoln and Springfield. 


LINCOLN, III , June 4 —A crowd of 


seveial

aboout the station this rnoimng and 
welcomed President Roosevelt duiing 
his ten minute stop here en route to 
Springfield 
From the real platform 


of hip tram the Ptesiclent dehveied

SPRINGFIELD, 111, June 4—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt spent four hours in 
the capital o£ Illinois today, and the 
welcome he received -«as one of the 
most enthusiastic on his long tiip 


across the continent. The special train 
reached the city shortly after 10 o'clock 
this morning and the President found 
a sea of humanity ebbing and flowing 
about the station and the adjoining 
streets. Soldiers and police formed an 
escort and cleared the way to the Pres- 
ident's carriage. Governor Tales Sen- 
ator Cullom and other public men of 
the State were on hand to bid welcome 
to the chief executive of the nation. 


The days' program was crowded with 


interesting features and the 
distin- 


guished visitor was allowed scarcely 
time for a luncheon at the executive 
mansion with the Goveinor and a num- 
bei of invited guests. The chief event 
of the day was the dedication of 
the 


magnificent new armory building 
The 


structure stands opposite the state- 
house and both inside and out' it was 
elaborately dressed in flags and bunt- 
ing in honor of the occasion. 
Ten 


thousand persons occupied seats in the 
auditorium 
and 
many 
more 
were 


crowdefi into the aisles and other 
places where standing room could be 
had while they listened to the Presi- 
dent's address. The President was in- 
troduced by Governor Yates and both 
received a'vociferous welcome 


Though the time was exceedingly 


limited in view of the long program of 
pubMc functions- the President found 
time for a hurried visit to Lincoln's 
tomb, where he deposited a handsome 
wreath on the saicophagus of the mar- 
tyied President 


At 2 o'clock the journey was resumed 


Stops at Decatur and Danville latp 
this afteinoon are the last scheduled 
for the longest trip ever undertaken by 
a President of the United States.

nence among the nations of the earth. At that time there 
were prophets of evil and many predicted hei failuie. A 
Century and a quarter ago the United States, then thirteen 
colonies, attained their freedom. Their downfall -was pre- 
dicted. "What is the result' What, in short, has been the 
result -with eveiy country that has been given Its freedom' 


Throughout the broad world, with but one or two ex- 


ceptions, history shows that dependent states prove fail- 
Vires while indpianclent states are successful. 
"Why fail- 


tare should ha\e been outlined for Cuba is not clear and 
that Cuba has- sjcceedecl is but natural. There is one dark 
Spot, however that i ises before the vision of the average 
American, v hen he is thinking of Cuba, and that is the 
failure of o\.u nation to keep faith with her. "We should 
jhave giantpd hei the fiee ttade relations we promised, 
"we should have given her free access for trade purposes, 
and this \iould have added materially to her oppoituni- 
ties for success, but by the violation of our piomise we 
ha\ e suffeied fai moie than Cuba. 


WHY NOT UNITE? 


T 


HE Omaha (Neb ) World edited by R. T. Metcalf, the 


closest political friend of W. J. Bryan, publishes a 


three column editorial serving notice that if the ie-orga,m- 
iers in the Democratic party obtain control, the Bryan 
"wing \\ill suppott Mi Roosevelt for president in the next 
•campaign. 
It confesses r,hat President Han ison was a 


.great and good man, and that the Democrats vvere deceiv- 
ed about him at first, that he was defeated by the corpor- 
ations and that the same influences aie now undermining 
Mr. Roosevelt and tiying to elevate Grover Cleveland. 
Many prominent Bryan Democrats in the west have hint- 
ed that they would support Roosevelt rather than Cleve- 
land in the event of the latter's nomination. We do not 
believe that. 
Metcalf says he desires harmony, but re- 


viewing the last two platforms of the party he indicates 
that the Bryan men will not submit to the elimination of 
'any of their planks. He also publishes an open letter to 
"Gorman E. Mack, editor of the Buffalo, N. T., Times and 
the New York member of the Democratic national commit- 
tee. Mr. Mack replies in a long letter, in which he says: 
^'On the whole, it seems to me that we are not very far 


in the main, as you say: 'We must agree that it is 


too much to ask Democrats to eliminate individual 


"preferences, if by this you refer to the candidate, and yet 
It will also be agreed that the candidate should be a man 
"whose record and character would justify popular confl- 
'dence that he would honestly endeavor to fulfill the plat- 
torm pledges. 


It goes without saying, I tiust, that I would counsel 


the nomination of no man who could not command that 
^confidence. You ask if I would counsel Democrats to be- 
<come indifferent to the character of the platform, though 
•doing me the justice to add: 1 am sure that you would 
'be the last to give such advice.' I would be the last to give 
*uch advice. A candidate must represent his party, and he 
•can do so only by subscribing honestly and sincerely to the 
tenets of that party as laid down in its national platform. 


As to the platform- You ask if I believe that a platform 


-which made no reference to the money question would 
avoid incurring the hostility of Mr. Cleveland and his 
tollowers. I do not view the matter tn that light. Frankly, 
I think it would be very unwise to construct a platform 
\vithout a financial plank, for finance is the bone and sm- 
<ew of the government, as domestic virtue is that of the na- 
tBon, Monetary conditions have changed vastly since the 
adoption of the Chicaga platform, thanks to entirely natur- 
al causes, first and foremost among which must be counted 
the remarkable increase in the supply of gold, by reason of 
the Klondike discoveries and other developments 


This has brought about practically the same result 


which the Democratic party sought to achieve through bi- 
metallism, thereby fully sustaining the position of the 
platform of 1896. How long this condition will last no man 
can say. Should the natural supply of gold fall off to 
its former dimensions, or should unforeseen circumstances 
in the international world of commerce and finance oper- 
ate to contract or monopolize the supply, we would be 
sigain confronted by the old problem.
